BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 44.28 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The joint legislative audit and review conmttee shall evaluate the
conpetitive business climte for encouraging a sustainable and mature
bi ot echnol ogy and nedi cal device manufacturing sector. The commttee
shall review the top ten centers in the nation as listed in subsection
(2) of this section and identify the best practices in economc
devel opnent and public policy to identify the measures Washington
shoul d take to encourage the formation and maturation, fromstart-up to
comercial business activity, of biotechnology and nedical device
manuf act uri ng busi nesses in Washi ngt on.

(1) The questions to be answered by this study may include, but are
not limted to, the follow ng:
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(a) Which biotechnol ogy and nedi cal device manufacturing clusters
have rapi dly expanded and why;

(b) What role did state governnment play in creating an environnent
t hat encouraged busi ness grow h;

(c) What incentives should Washi ngton put in place to encourage a
sust ai nabl e bi ot echnol ogy and nedi cal devi ce manufacturing sector;

(d) What aspects of these industries provide the greatest economc
benefits;

(e) Wat program should Washington establish to develop this
busi ness sector.

(2) The ten centers to be studied are:

(a) Boston, Massachusetts;

(b) San Di ego, California;

(c) Geater San Francisco, California;

(d) Geater Los Angeles, California;

(e) Geater Raleigh-Durham North Carolina;

(f) Chicago, Illinois;

(g) Mnneapolis, Mnnesota; and

(h) Seattle, Washi ngton.

(3) The report shall be delivered to the appropriate comm ttees of
the | egislature by Decenber 15, 2006.
